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^nr^HIS  small  collection  of  Old  Masters  was  shewn  in  the  Royal 
Reception  Rooms  of  the  Art  Galleries  of  the  Glasgow 
International  Exhibition,  1901.  It  was  gathered  together  at  the 
eleventh  hour,  being  the  outcome  of  a  strong  desire  on  the 
part  of  a  few  to  show  pictures  other  than  those  of  the 
Nineteenth  Century.  The  furnishing  and  decoration  of  these  two 
rooms  offered  a  fitting  opportunity  of  exhibiting  works  of  Art 
under  conditions  rarely  afforded  at  Art  Exhibitions.  Generally 
in  public  galleries  pictures  are  hung  so  closely  together  that 
it  is  impossible  to  do  justice  to  their  individual  merits.  In 
these  rooms  there  was  no  thought  of  crowding  ;  the  works 
were  so  hung  as  to  give  a  sense  of  repose,  and  thus  their  quality 
and  beauty  were  seen  to  full  advantage. 

Very  cordial  thanks  are  due  to  their  owners  for  the  generous 
loan  of  such  valuable  pictures  and  furniture  for  so  long  a  period, 
and  also  for  their  kind  permission  in  allowing  them  to  be  now 
reproduced.
